$9,280 AWARD 


FOR DAMAGES 


The Adams county Jury hearing 
the appeal of Jay D Johnson from 
the award of viewers Monday after­ 
noon awarded the Gettysburg man 
a total of $9,280 for damages caused 
to his properties in Franklin town­ 
ship by the relocation of the Lin­ 
coln highway went of here. 
After two hours deliberation, the 
Jury returned with verdicts finding 
in favor of Johnson in the sum of 
$8,000 for damages to his 122-acre 
farm. $900 for damages to his cot­ 
tage property near Piney M ountain 
inn, $380 for damage to crops on 
the farm. The verdict also found in 
lavor of Johnson in deciding the 
actual ownership of a 25-foot strip 
of land at the front of Johnson’s 
cottage property. Deeds read into 
tile record during the trial indicated 
tJiat, there was apparently an over­ 
lapping of property of John A. Dice 
and Johnson Judging by the des­ 
criptions of the properties on two 
deeds. The Jury found th at the

Philadelphia. Jan. 30 (>D—Ben Ho­ 
gan, who said his return to golf after 
recovering from a near fatal auto­ 
mobile accident was to “repay faith 
with faith,” was honored last night 
as the most courageous athlete of 
1950, 
Bantam Ben was unable to appear 
to receive the annual award from 
the Philadelphia Sports Writers as- 
oociatlon, but he spoke to the sellout 
crowd of more than 1,200 by means 
of a recording. 
The little Texan with the big 
heart said that during his convales­ 
cence many people wrote him en­ 
couragingly and prayed for his re- I 
oovery. 
“They had faith in me,” he said. I 
*'I had to come back and prove to j 
ti lose people that I had faith in my- j 
self." 
A long time colleague, Gene Sar- 
azen. winner of six national cham ­ 
pionship* in 30 years of tournament 
golf, accepted the trophy for Ben 
"Ive played with the greatest 
golfers who ever Tired,” said flara- 
ssen, “but none I lad more' heart than 
Hogan. He’s a champion because he’s 
a killer. Ben doesn’t know what it 
means to take it easy on an oppo­ 
nent. And he's always practicing to 
improve his game.”

Six months after the accident, the

We can predict and 
prophesy about people, not knowing 
a single thread of communication 
to either their minds or hearts. This 
is one reason why we should try to 
be kindly und tolerant toward all 
with whom we talk or companion. 
I once read a book reviewer who 
wrote a very unkind criticism of the 
latest book of an author whose 
former books were of a high char- 
I acier.

Today, with armed conflict raging 
In Korea and with a third world 
war a grim possibility, there is 
abundant evidence Unit the atomic 
scientists went to work with vigor 
and promptness. 
But what progress they have made | 
—how near thcv are to exploding the 
super-weapon th at could level cities 
and wipe out armies—is a secret 
locked in the minds of a very few 
men. 
It’s so closely-guarded a secret 
th at the best-informed people “on 
tin* outside' don’t even agree on 
whether the H-bomb ever can be < 
developed. 
First II- B L S o o n 
William L. Laurence of the New 
York Times, the only reporter al­ 
lowed to see any of the wartime 
development of the atomic fission 
bomb, said in a recently-published 
book—“The Hell Bomb"—th a t the 
first H-blast may occur thi, spring 
or summer. 
Yet David E Lilienthal, former 
chairm an of the 
Atomic Energy 
Commission, said only last week 
there Is “only a remote possibility” 
the H-bomb can be built at all. 
The 
commission 
itself 
has 
a 
chance to give some official word 
in its ninth sem i-annual report, due 
tomorrow But the odds are heavily 
against anything beyond the oft- 
repeated statem ent that the H-bomb 
is .somewhere between the realm of 
the possible and the probable 
Trying To Get There First 
This much L sure: A lot of time, 
money and manpower are going Into 
an all-out effort to make the bomb 
—lest the Russians make It first. 
They know the basic “secret." It 
long has been known to scientist 
aggry where tha t you could “blow up" • 
hydrogen, with a tremendous release 
of energy, lf you could build a fire 
hot enough. And the A-bomb, burn­ 
ing with a tem perature upwards of 
50,000,000 degrees Fahrenheit, may 
pun ide the necessary fire to trig­ 
ger it. 
As for the technical know-how: 
The Russians learned a good deal— 
It hasn’t been announced how much 
—from Dr Karl Fuelia, the British 
scientist wlio has confessed passing 
on to them top secret data to w hich 
he had access as a trusted member 
of the Allied A-bomb team. 
Bi* Scale Operation 
Fuchs’ arrest and confession, com-1 
ing on the heels of Russia’s A-bomb 
explosion, came shortly before our 
hydrogen bomb program got rolling. 
Today the program Is rolling, at a 
multi-m illion dollar rate as a top 
priority part of the $1,277,000,000 
atomic energy development plan for 
1951-52. 
New plants are being built and old 
ones expanded for the m anufacture 
of fissionable m aterials—plutonium, 
for the .standard A-bomb, and trit­ 
ium, the H-bomb key ingredient 
that comes out of the same nuclear 
reactors which make plutonium.
